OVERNIGHT STAY IN JAPAN WHICH WAS ONE OF THE JPNZ 
PROPOSALS. HOWEVER, WE NOTICED THAT NWA STILL RETAINED 
O/N STAY OF ITS SEL FLTS AND ALSO THAT WITH RESPECT TO 
THE IMPROVEMENT OF BEYOND JAPAN CAPACITY CMA NWA PAID 
ABSOLUTELY NO CONSIDERATION IN ITS JUN 8 PROPOSAL TO THE

SVC ETC EXCEPT WITH RESPECT TO THOSE IN 2. ABOVE. HE 
ALSO SAID NW CAN EITHER SIMPLY CUT 6 MOVEMENTS BY 
CANCELLING THE NEW FLTS 5 AND 6 OR PROPOSE 31 PAX 
FREQUENCY AS PROPOSED BY CUTTING BACK CARGO FLT SLOTS OR 
CUT SOME OF ITS BEYOND JAPAN OPERATION AND USE SLOTS 
CREATED THEREFORM FOR THE FLT 5 AND 6. I WARNED THAT 
THOUGH WE MIGHT BE ABLE TO MAINTIN THE CURRENT SLOT LEVEL 
OUR COMPANY WILL FIND IT DIFFICULT/IMPOSSIBLE TO

2. ASSUMING EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED SUBSTANTIALLY SAME 
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MESSAGE FROM JAPANESE GOVERNMENT (GOJ) QUOTED IN NW 
REP'S REPORT, EMBASSY IS REQUESTED TO OBTAIN NEW JUNE 8
